Sete vadex June 22.—(f)— 
President: Hoover's proposal of a debt 
moratorium presented a new financial 
problem for the treasury today despite 
a declining federal deficit.” 

With the end of the fiscal - year 
hand and indications that 
the deficit will be nearer $850,000,000 
than the ~“$950,000,000 forecast a 
month ago, the treasury faced the pos- 
sible elimination of $246,566,806 in 
foreign payments next year due to the 
proposed moratorium. 

Undersecretary Mills said, however,

“Judging by the action of the prin- 
cipal markets of the world teday, it 
is regarded as a favorable factor,” 
he said.

CHARLESTON’S AIR-MAILS. 


The postoffice department is care- 
fully working out its plans for the 
trans-Atlantic air mail service that 
will be inaugurated later on. By the 
practical process of cumulation and 
elimination the department 1eached 
the judgment that Charleston is the 
proper cis-Atlantic terminal for the 
important air mail service to Europe 
and to the South Atlantic countries. 


The geographical and meteoro- 
logical advantages of Charleston. 
weighed against similar conditions 
at more ngrthern Atlantic ports evi- 
dently determined the postoffice of- 
ficials to prefer Charleston as the 
most eligible and serviceable base at 
which to concentrate and from 
which to distribute trans-Atlantic air 
nails, 

But if one is disposed io listen 
to New York city interests and 
credit all their claims, that city is 
entitled to have practically all na- 
tional and international government 
services located on Manhattan island. 
The Manhattanites have alwavs had 
that obsession. Once, during “Old 
Hickory” Jackson’s presidency, their 
“merchants’ association’ went over 
to Washington to demand certain 
concessions to their city on the 
“we collect more of

New York than all other ports com- 
bined.” 


“Well,” said President Jackson,

It is equally untenable for the 
New Yorkers to now claim that 
their city should be the trans-At- 
lantic air mail terminal. Nature has 
foreclosed them on that claim so far 
as flying. weather advantages are to 
be taken into account, and they are 
of the first concern to the safety 
of pilots and mails, as well as to the 
regularity of the service. New York 
city is only one hour’s flying time 
nearer to Europe than Charleston 
and is eight hours’ flying time 
farther from Central and South 
American air way services: 

Averaging the service “for the 


mail transport abroad from Charles- 
ton via Bermuda would be infinitely, 
Superior, on account of weather con- 
ditions, than such service would be 
from New York, 

Airplanes leaving Charleston for 
Europe would track the gulf stream 
for most of the way and service by 
that route would be subject to less 
interference, whereas service from 
New York would be subject to con- 
stant interruptions, especially in the 
winter, 

Charleston is geographically lo- 
cated to make even quicker distribu- 
tion contacts with all the leading 
centers of the United States than is

Foreigners often marvel that Pari- 
sians continue patiently to endure the 
physical discomforts and petty exac- 
tions of their theaters, but now a well- 
known Frenchman has made a bold 
public protest against the whole 
business. If the theater is to hope 
to compete against the cinema, says 
Georges de la Fouchardiere in one of 
his daily articles in L’Oeuvre, it must 
change many things.

The “pourboires” of the pro- 
gram seller and the cloakroom attend- 
ant, who openly demand not only an 
authorized price, but something more, 
must be abolished.

Hole in 


the Ocean. 


Less than 200 miles off the Ameri- 
can coast, beneath one of the most 
traversed of sea routes. a big hole 
has recently been found in the bed 
of the sea. The discovery was made 
by the survey ship, Oceanographer, 
which found that in the bed of the 
Atlantic was a deep valley or gulch. 
The ship was taking soundings by 
means of an instrument known as a 
fathometer. This instrument has a 
dial and, as. the depth increases or 
decreases, a flashing light moves 
round the dial. As the ship went 
along the indicator suddenly. showed, 
within a few minutes and in a dis- 
tance of something under two miles, 
that the sea bottom had dropped ‘from 
a depth of 450 feet to a depth of 
2.520 feet, or nearly half a mile. Aft- 
er a time the depth began rapidly to 
get less and less, until the records 
showed only 504 feet below the sur- 
face of the water.

From the letters I infer that I have 
no use for specialists. That is not so. 
The trouble is that you and I have 
different conceptions of the meaning 
of specialism. I have little or no use 
for your kind of specialist. But let’s 
not get to cailing each other unpleas- 
ant names over this. Let’s see if we 
can’t reach an understanding. I find 
that a layman, though terribly dumb 
and often quite obstinate in his no- 
tions about matters of health, physi- 
ology, hygiene and medicine, now and 
then can see reason if somebody will 
only take the trouble to explain things 
to him. I know I myself haven't 
enough patience with the layman who 
comes with that air of knowing so 
much about these things. My impulse 
1S always to utter some remark and 
let it go at that. But, after all, sar- 
casm is wasted on a dumb-bell. He 
just gets hurt or indignant, where a 
more intelligent victim would wince, 
perhaps, but then he’d think it over 
and pretty soon he’d come back with 
a grin—something like the stage Eng- 
lishman seeing the point of the al- 
leged joke. 

A real specialist is a physician who 
has put in several years at general 
practice, as a family practitioner, and 
finding himself especially interested 
and perhaps particularly successful in 
some special field, he manages to take, 
Say, six months or a year off and re- 
turns to school for postgraduate in- 
struction in that special field and then 
oes back, but not back to the mines. 

e goes back home and sends his 
cards to all his medical - colleagues— 
but never to the public—announcing 
that he is limiting his practice to 
whatever specialty he elects. 

A real specialist does not treat 
whatever happens along. He treats 
only such cases as are properly within 
his limited province. He depends, not 
on the direct Patronage of the public, 
but upon the confidence his medical 
colleagues have in his special ability— 
they refer their patients to him for 
his special examination or treatment 
or Opinion or advice.

Another thing the legislature must 
consider is the antiquated and ill-gear- 
ed mechanism of the state govern- 
ment. i :

There is too much lost motion and too 
much unnecessary expense of opera- 
tion.

DISASTROUS BNE 
SWEEPS SI. JOHNS 


Damage Suffered in Wa- 


terfront 
Mount to 10 Million. 


ST. JOHN, N. B., June 22.—(/)— 
Virtually all the ‘facilities of the west- 
ern section of one of the most impor- 


tant ports in Canada and other prop- 
erty were left in ruins as fire swept | 


the St. John waterfront today. 
No official estimate of the damage 
was available, but it was believed to 


exceed $10,000,000, the largest in Can- 
ada since the Halifax fire in 1917 
took a total of 1,300 lives and de- 
stroyed $25,000,000 property. 

Property both on shore and in the 
harbor was destroyed by the confla- 
gration, which raged unchecked for 
several hours. An offshore wind pre- 
vented the flames spreading through 
the city of 60,000 population. 

The Canadian Pacific coastal steam- 
er Kmpress, which formerly plied 
between Boston and St. John, was 
caught at its dock by the flames and 
destroyed, and several other craft in 
the harbor met the same fate. 

Wooden sheds and grain elevators 
along the waterfront served as tinder 
for the fire, which made rapid prog- 
ress despite efforts of the entire city 
fire-fighting force. 

The cause of the blaze was not 
known. One theory was that it might 
have been started by a_ careless 
smoker. Another was, that it origi- 
nated in a freight car loaded with 
bananas. 

It was the city’s worst fire since 
June 20, 1877, when two-thirds of the 
town’s pro ps A was wiped out, with 
a loss of $27,000 

Day turned into night as great bil- 
lowy clouds of smoke curtained the 
sky and added to the confusion among 
the residents. 

The harbor commission, a federal 
body in charge of harbor property and 
business for the federal government, 
was the biggest loser. Alex Graf, chief 
engineer and manager of the commis- 
sion, placed the government's loss at 

In sections near the waterfront that 
lay in the path of flames scenes like 
a wartime exodus were enacted as 
shopkeepers and residents evacuated 
the area, carrying their effects. Some 
appeared unmindful of the danger 
and were ejected by police. A few 
climbed to the roofs of their houses 
to extinguish sparks with pails of 
water. 

In the shipping district firemen 
worked heroically, fighting a losing 
battle to save wharves and buildings 
that serve ships bringing their cargoes 
here in winter when.the St. Lawrence 
river is frozen over. 

The flames spread to the coastal 
steamer Empress, which last summer 
was superseded by a more modern ves- 


sel and has since been lying idle, and) 


a wind carried sparks to fishi ing 
boats and other harbor craft.

Al Capone’s Nemesis Draws Moral 


From Gangster’s Career of Crime 


CHICAGO, June 22.— (/) —The 
false glamor of organized crime was 
torn aside in a message directed to 
the boys and girls of America over 
a national ‘radio hookup tonight by 
George FE. Q. Johnson, United States 
attorney, who brought about the in- 


i dictment of Alphonse Capone, who! 
pleaded guilty to 5,000 charges and | 
now faces seutence after a long ca- | 
reer. 

“When you deal with organized 
crime at first hand,’ said Johnson, 
“vou learn that it is ugly and sordid. 
The persons who profit by it and give 
expression to their illicit profits in 
gaudy clothing-and flashy cars exist 
only as butterflies. Their life ends 
in disaster.” 

Transfer of the glamor and romance 
of the wild west,. which thrilled the 


to gangs and gang leaders, was a “re- 
grettable’ condition that has grown 
up in the last 10 years. Its effect, he 
indicated, might be felt still more 
keenly when today’s younger genera- 
tion, 25 years from now, held the re- 
sponsibility of government. 


Gigantic enterprises, great tnvete:! 


ticns and scientific achievements, 
which inspired and dazzled, were rec- 
ommended by Johnson to take _ the 
place of the false inspiration of glori- 
fied crime and criminals. 

He traced the history of one typi- 
cal gang of 47 men, the eldest 26 
years old when it formed soon after 
the World War. 

In 10 years, he said, five were kill- 
ed by police, four were killed by their 
own gang of suspicion of treachery, 
12 were in penitentiaries, three were 
maimed by police bullets. and reduced 
to beggary. six were moral and phy- 
sical derelicts, six were still ‘‘mod- 
erately successful’ crime executives 
and three were engaged in crimes of 
violence. Only four had _ reformed. 
The other four were unaccounted for. 

The end of the era of  heroized 
crime exponents was at hand with the 
imminent sentencing of Capone, 
Johnson predicted. 

“Capone will be the last well-ad. 
vertised gang leader in Chic o and, 
I hope, in the United States,” he said. 
“Every large city has its local Ca- 
pone. For all of them, we can read 
the handwriting on the wall.

To what extent sentimental factors have 
played their role in distorting economic, as 
well as security market viewpoints recently, 
is also well illustrated by the electric ef- 
fect of the government’s debt move on 
the commodity markets. 

Striking advances in cotton, grains and 
silver reflect the virtually overnight con- 
version from discouragement to revitalized 
faith. That the situation still contains 
elements of uncertainty may not be denied.

Opening bids are the foundation upon 
which all subsequent partnership 
bidding—even Penalty Doubles—is 
based. If the foundation is faulty, 
any superstructure built upon it is 
shaky, and liable to crash with the 
first gust of an adverse wind. In 
Bridge, when one side has a game 
on the rubber and a partial score on 
the second as well, the situation of 
the defending players is desperate. A 
policy of boldness is dictated by that 
fact. The defending players are in 
the same condition faced by the 
French armies in the early days of 
the World War, when Foch gained un- 
dying fame by his message “My right 
is being driven back, my left is re- 
treating; I shall attack in the cen- 
ter.” 


But even defending forces, however 
desperate the situation, should select 
skillfully the hour for a counter at- 
tack. The example below is one where 
the time was not well chosen, nor 
was the field on which the defensive 
battle was waged the best which the 
defense could have chosen.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 22.—“I 
weigh 189 stripped,” Young Stribling 
said as he stretched comfortably out 
on a couch at his training cottage aft- 
er putting away a substantial dinner 
“T will probably weigh 186 or a lit- 
tle over that in the ring with Schmel- 
ing.” 

That ought to give a line on Strib- 
ling’s condition. He came up here 
after a period of training in the south 
that has put him very near his best 
fighting weight. Unlike the old-timers 
who sometimes lived rather carelessly 
between fights, this Georgia boy does 


not need a Jot of training anyway. 
Physically and mentally he is in the | 


condition ‘«hat ‘Theodore . Roosevelt 
used to describe as “clean as a hound’s 
tooth.” 

IN GREAT SHAPE. 

I cam say that I’ve very seldom 
seen a fighter in better trim than he is 
today, less than two weeks before 
the battle for a world’s championship. 

All he needs is the last few days 
of drying out, the refining that puts 
nerves on edge for the greatest speed 
and muscles in trim to carry on under 
all the strain of battle without tiring. 

Stribling could step into the ring 
to do his best. with four days more, 
if that was necessary. He has noth- 
ing to learn about boxing. He knows 
all about Schmeling and how fo fight 
him. He has been studying that out 
and he isn’t worried. There ‘have 
been times when Stribling showed 
some sign of having nerves, before a 
a fight, but that was always when he 
had something to worry over. This 
time he hasn’t @ buekled hand or a 
wrenched shoulder or any ailment. I 
believe he will be just as unconcerned 
when he gets into the ring. He isn’t 
going to overtrain. Pa _ Stribling 
watches that. 

SYSTEM WORKS. 

There has been some _ discussion 
about whether “W. L.” wouldn’t be 
better off if he trained in rougher 
surroundings instead of with the whole 
family group in his camp. ut 
don’t know. The rough and rugged 
preparation might be better for some 
fighters, but Strib seems to have done 
fairly well in his own accustomed 
way. He can be rough enough when 
the time comes, as his record of a 
hundred and more knockouts can tes- 
tify. 
W. L. and I sat down and talked 
about the fight, and other fights. 
Stribling doesn’t boast or knock. He 
is a bit like Dempsey. If he can’t 
say a good word about anyone he 
keeps still. He expects a hard fight, 
and will be ready for it. Yes, he 
trained into pretty good shape before. 
coming up. He didn’t fly. His 
airplane, wrecked in a stormy landing 
in Texas is at the factory, repaired 
but not to be uged until after July 
Fourth.
